Deplores Ruin of Many ; 


Farmers—Declares Every- 
one in America Will Feel 
Effects. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Hyde in a state- 
ment today said the economic ef- 
fects of the prevailing drouth 


should impress upon farmers the : 


wisdom .of crop control by organ- 
ization. 

He emphasized, however, that 
“the ruin of thousands of farmers 
does not appeal to me as a desira- 
ble thing, no matter what economic 
results it may have tn clearing 
away the accumulated surpluses.” 

Continuing, he ewed briefly 
the effects of the drouth and said 
the rise in prices of corn and other 
substitute grains due to the pros- 
pect of short supply was a demon- 
stration of the immediate effect of 
the law of supply and demand. 

“That this regulation of supply 
by a drouth aids some farmers at 
the ruinous exrense of other farm- 
ers forcefully points to the wisdom 
of crop control by the organization 
of American farmers,” he déclared. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“I do not share the feeling that 
this terrible drouth is a blessing 
to American agriculture, either in 
disguise pr in any guise. The de- 
vyastation of whole groups of coun- 
ties and of large areas of states; the 
ruin of thousands of farmers, does 
not appeal to me as a desirable 
thing, no matter what economic re- 
sults it may have in clearing away} 
the accumulated ‘surpluses. 

“It is true that, as a result of 
the drouth, the American carry- 
over of Wheat, and the surplus of 
the domestic wheat crop, will prob- 
ably be consumed. This result may 
possibly be accomplished without 
the export of a single pound of 
wheat or corn. It is probable that 
the drouth has ‘already damaged 
the cern ¢rop to a gteater extent, | 
in bushels, than the total of both 
the carryover and the surplus of! 
wheat. If such is the cause, the 
wheat will be needed as feed for 
livestock. i 

Cites Feed Value of Wheat. 

“There is every reason, both in 
necessity and in economy, for the 
feeding: of substitutes for corn. 
Wheat at present prices is cheaper 
than corn, and will feed farther. 
For feeding purposes our experit- 
ments have established the fact 
that if corn is worth $1, wheat is' 
worth $1.07, if fed»te poultry and) 
sheep, and $1.12 if fed to hogs and 
cattle. : 

“Viewed solely from the narrow 
zround.of disposing of the wheat 
surplus, those who raised nothing 
but wheat and those who are out 
in the stricken area may find 
srotind for selfish sardonic satis- 
faction. But 4 from the 
standpoint of dgriculture as a 
whole,-the price is too high to be 
paid even for the disappearance of 
the surplus. ws” bp 

Potnta to Rise tn Prices. 

“The« vigorous rise in prices not 
only of corn but of all substitute 
srains due to prospective short sup- 
ply is a demonstration none the 
less Of the immediate effects of the 
law. of supply and demand. $ 

“That this regulation of supply 
by a drouth aids some farmers at 
the ruinous expense of other farm- 
erg forcefully points to the wisdom 
of erep control bythe organization / 
of American farmers. Such an or- 
ganization could achieve great re- 
sults and vast far-reaching benefits. 
It could spread its control limita- 
tions equitably, and thus pass 
around its benefits equitably with- 
out visiting ruinous penalties upon 
millions of other farm people. 

“Nor will the consumer 
the evil consequences of the drouth. 
Already short pastures have cut 
the milk supply. Many farmers, 
unable to feed dairy cattle 
have sent them to slaughter. This 
will be reflected in the supply of 
dairy products many months later. 
This is only one of the most glar- 
ing instances, out of hundreds, of

Half dopey from lack of sleep, 
I went across to the theater to get 
ready for the show. I found, my 
dressing room. There was a stool 
in it. I sat down upon the stool, 
my head in my hands wondering if 
ever on earth I’d get caught up 
with sleep. 

A stage hand came in. “Mind, 
looking here a minute?” he said.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT the present period of depression 
ri has been brought about by the ma- 
chine age is an undisputed fact- Its ef- 
ficiency in production Has resulted in 
overproduction, unemployment, Iack of 
consumption, business decline and lower- 
ing of prices. 

What is the best and safest way of ad- 
justment? A reduction of working hours 
would take care of the persons now un- 
employed by permitting them to share 
jobs and pay with those who are work- 
ing, as they are now sharing the con- 
sumption of the products. That the ones 
who are producing are maintaining the 
ones who,do not produce is agreed, and 
that they should be allowed to share 
their part of production is only fair to 
both. This no doubt would necessitate 
a reduction in earnings of the present 
job holders, but would call for no reduc- 
tion in per unit of earning. This would 
only be fair, as prices of commodities 
have been reduced accordingly. 

This would stimulate buying and eall 
for more production, increasing the turn- 
over of business and would immediate- 
ly improve conditions. Employers would 
receive better service as a result of a 
shorter day and would be able to re- 
ward the employe with an increase in 
pay or a cheaper product. There is no 
doubt that the majority of employers, 
financiers, business men and the fair 
and intelligent working man would be 
for such a movement and would accept 
the change.

The communist outbreak was ‘not unexpected to 
those who are familiar with the beginning of the 
revolutionary movement at Canton under Dr. Sun 
Yateen, and subsequent events. Dr. Sun had a 
streak of 
tang, or People’s party. He was afraid of the cap- 
ftalistic development of industry in China and 
planned’ with some indefiniteness the development 
of industry under the control of the state. His eco. 
nomic program was fitted almost entirely to what he 
called the welfare of the masses and their protec 
tion from exploitation. In the beginning the Kuomin- 
tang formed an alliance with the communists. Rus- 
sian Soviet advisers and military instructors were 
invited to help.the People’s party organise its move- 
ment and its army. The Soviet advisers made good 
‘use of their opportunity to sow the seeds of commun- 
ism among the restless and discontented masses of 
China. 

At first, under Borodin's direction, the commun- 
ists planned to organize a strong minority and estab 
lish a communist stete under the control of the com- 
munist party; but the Russians found it difficult and 
costly to organize the Chinese, and about that time 
the executive council of the Kuomintang, under the 
leadership of Chiang Kai-shek, repudiated communism 
and not only expelled the Russian Soviet leaders but 
inaugurated a campaign of extermination against 
the communists. Many were imprisoned and exe- 
cuted, but Gen. Chiang’s strong-arm methods did not 
exterminate communism. They merely drove the 


the Nationalist party, the right wing dominating. 

Although the Russian Soviet abandoned the idea 
of setting up a communistic state in China, they did 
not by any means cease their activities. Through 
Chinese leaders and agents they shrewdly turned 
their energies and propaganda to creating confusion 
and disorder, fomenting the hatred of foreigners 
and the opposition to all foreign concessions, and thus 
endeavoring to break the influence of other foreign 
Governments in China, destroy trade, create indus- 
trial and commercial stagnation and unemployment 
in capitalistic countries, and thus forward the com- 
munist movement all over the world. 

Of course, Russian activities were not confined to 
China proper, where the overpopulated, war devastat- 
ed, famine-stricken districts offered fertile soil for 
propaganda. They were also active in Mongolia and; 
Northern Manchuria. 

The danger of a communistic China was the sub 
ject of a campaign by a group of Americans and En- 
glish in Shanghai. This group was led by Edgar 
E. Strother, general secretary of the China Chris- 
tian Endeavor Union, in connection with the North 
China Daily News. Strother published a voluminous 
pamphiet under the title of “Bolshevized China—the 
World's Greatest Peril,” In which he collected all 
the available evidence of communistic strength and 
activity in the revolutionary movement and jn the 
Nationalist party. He also published an anttf-Bo)- 
shevist bulletin. There was a wide difference of 
opinion on the subject among the missionaries and 
other foreigners in China, but a strong and influ- 
ential element believes firmly that in prevailing. 
conditions in China there is a real Red menace, and 
that the Russian representatives of the Third Inter- 
nationale are making great progress and would even- 
tually throw China into such confusion and turmoil 
that chaos would ensue and the establishment of a 
constitutional government would be impossible. 

Recent news from China gives a strong color of 
truth to the statements and warnings of this group. 
Immediately following the YenFeng rebellion 
against the Kuomintang Government came informa- 
tion of communistic activities in the south. The 
communist elements in the Nationalist army were 
charged with the outrage in Nanking three years 
ago. The methods of the Reds in Changsha are 
similar te those at Nanking. They are murdering, 
looting and burning foreign buildings and offices 


and the Government buildings and offices; executing )there must be some rather good agriculturists there. 


Government officials, kidnaping rich Chinese. Ap- 
parently there is no definite leadership, no known 
leaders with whom the Nanking Government can 
deal with “silver bullets” as they have dealt with 
leaders of other uprisings. The whole purpose of 
the communists seems to be to prevent the establish- 
ment of a stable constitutional government, and to 
create disordér and chacs—the objectives charged to! 
the Russian Soviet leaders. 

China offers fertile soil for the communist move- 
ment. Great masses of the people in China proper 
are poverty stricken and starving. Parts of the 
country, particularly from Cantok and Shantung, 
have been devastated by continnous wars and have 
been looted by bandits and despoiled by corrupt 
officials. The ‘Nationalist party controlling the 
Nanking Government has not succeeded in unify- 
ing China or pacifying the war lords. It has adopt- 
ed a constructive program but has made little or 
no progress in carrying it out. Nearly all of its en- 
ergies and resources has been devoted to putting 
down rebellious elements. It now seems to be in 
rather desperate straits with the ruin of nearly all 
of its constructive plans impending.

It must compel rich men, wheth- 
er they will or no, to use their richness to promote 
the general welfare. A state which fails te meet 
this responsibility abdicates in favor of an aristocracy 
ef wealth. It ceases to be a democracy.

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THOSE STRANGE HUICHOLES. 
Among the curious customs of the Huichole In- 
diams in Merico, as reported by a recent scientific 
expedition, is the way they make economies control 
their polygamous marriage system.- Before be is 
allewed to wed, a Huichole brave must prove what 
sort of farmer he is. If he shows himself to be only 
a mediocre -agriculturist, he is entitled to only one 
wife. if he proves learned in rotation of crops, 
fertilizing and marketing, with a plump surplus at 
the end of the season, he is allowed to have as many 
squaws as he can support. Since the average num- 
ber of wives among the Huichole farmers is four, 


It is fortunate that this benighted custom is not 
the law of our own country. The average farmer's 
annual income here is about $1150, says the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This wouldn't go far if 
Huichole standards were applied, since the Depart- 
ment of Labor holds that $2200 a year is required to 
provide a “decent” living for a family of four. If 
this country were conquered by the Huicholes, there 
would be mo danger ef polygamy being introduced 
among our farm population. Instead, most of our 
farmers would be bachelors.

That is one reason why he 
has built most of his pools in Okla- 
homa. Summer heat is considerable 
there. Another reason is that Okla- 
homa gave him his fortune and he 
feels he owes the State a debt of grati- 
tude. Like the fortunes of so many 
Oklahomans—Reed is really an Okla- 
homan, in spite of the fact that he has 
lived in Missouri for seven years—his 
fortune came from ofl royalties, and 
came rather suddenly. Only since 1916 
has wealth been pouring into his lap. 
Before that, he was as much concerned 


as anybody else with making a liv- 
ing. Back in Morris, a Chicago 
suburb, where he grew up, he sold 


newspapers as a bov and later worked 
as a reporter while studying law at 
night. Lean years followed when he 
went to Wewoka, Indian Territory, in 
1905 to establish himself in law prac 
tice. Seminole County is dripping with 
oil and bulging with wealth now, but 
25 years ago it was a rather barren 
region, inhabited chiefly by Indians. 

Reed got to be a great friend of the 
Seminoles. They called him Ahocka- 
haya Malata (Curly-Haired Lawyer) 
and consulted him about al! their busi- 
ness. He says he made it a rule never 
to let an Indian leave his office dissat- 
isfied. His friendship and business as- 
sociation with them proved to be val 
uable in a way he wouldn't have sus- 
pected at first. 


T HAPPENED that Reed had a 

land-buvying complex. From 

very outset he bought land when- 
ever he had anything to thuy it 
with and he never sold an uacre. 
They say he has never sold any, al- 
though he has given some away 
since he became affluent. Anyway, 
he bought land from the Semi- 
noles when land was cheap, and when 
they couldn't pay cash for his services 
he would accept small tracts as pay- 
ment. All the while, it seems, he had 
little idea as to what he would do with 
it, but it kept accumulating.

But 
finally he was one of 
the first to m@ke trou- 
ble with the police and 
he was able to contrib- 
ute a great many facts 
about Josephine’s life.

At 
this period she seemed 
to enjoy telling whop- 
pers just for the sake 
of startling her dupes. 
She seems to have been 
supremely confident, 
due probably to the ap- 
parently boundless 
credulity of the people 
ehe gulled. She spoke 
of fictitious stables and 
a horse that her train- 
er was grooming for 
the Derby in 1928. It 
was a marvelous horse, 
she said, but she 
couldn't really tell 
anything specific about 
it because it was sup- 
posed to be a secret. But it would ¢cer- 
tainly make her the first woman owner 
to win the Derby. And wouldn't that 
he wonderful! And they believed her. 


UT now comes the beginning 
B-« the end. Either because she 

had actually got too heavily in- 
volved or as a convenient means 
of defrauding her creditors, Jose- 
phine went into bankruptcy, with 
debts of more than $55,000. 
There was apparently a real pressure 
for money, for the gang started out 
on a campaign of crime that stopped 
at nothing. For the most part it was 
petty crime, anything for a few dol- 
lars. The Mortons began a systematic 
swindling of banks, using the names of 
Josephine’s friends. Noonan robbed 
dozens of letter boxes and got checks 
and small sums of cash in this way. He 
was so successful in this speciality that 
in three months he obtained $17,500. 
Various accounts were opened in Lon- 
don banks with forged checks and stol- 
en checks with forged endorsements. 
On one occasion Josephine O'Dare and 
the Mortons drove in a hired motor 
car to Sunningdale and before théir 
return had defrauded a bank there 
of $2500. 

Then suddenly one day Josephine 
O’Dare appeared in bankrnptcy court 
with’ the announcement that she 
had $75,000 in cash, more than 
enough to clear up all her debts, 
money she said she had under the will 
of the late Edwin Docker, a solicitor 
who lived in Birmingham. 

But this will was one of Davis’ 
weaker masterpieces. It was discov- 
ered to be a forgery. Josephine was 
placed under arrest. So was Davis 
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Posire for a charity fete. 


The gang got caught in a Scotland

FREJUS, France. 
T THE great mili- 
tary encampment 
here a soldier has 
successfully carried 
out a strange psy- 
chological experi- 
ment. As a result, 
thousands of home- 
sick black and yel- 
low conscripts from foretgn lands, re- 
ceiving three years’ military training 
in France, are being cheered by the 
consoling sight of familiar things 
“transplanted ' from their own coun- 
tries. 

Not far from the Italian border 
stands the ancient Roman encampment 
of Frejus, with a long line of rampart, 
a deserted bath and a few towering 
columns of the 30-mile aqueduct which 
once brought water to this important 
center. Today, the little French town 
of a few thousand population, which 
surrounds these ancient remains, is a 
dull, dusty, provincial town. But be- 
yond the outskirts of the place lie the 
camps of the French colonial troops, 
where there has been carried out prob- 
ably the most unusual experiment in 
international religious relations ever 
attempted by a governing race, and 
one which speaks strongly for that 
spirit of toieration which is so marked 
a characteristic of the €rench. 

The camp at Frejus receives all the 
conscripts on their arrival from the 
different colonies which are under the 
rule of France. From the Sudan, from 
Senegal, from Madagascar and Indo- 
China, come these soldiers of various 
races, yellow men and black, as far 
apart as the poles in psychology, in 
habits, in customs, and, above all. in 
religion. It makes Frejus again, in 
this twentieth century, a counterpart 
of the camp in the days of ancient 
Rome, when that empire drew on trib- 
utary lands for soldiers. 

This spot for the concentration of 
foreign conscripts. 
all of whom come 
from lands mostly 
tropical, has been 
well chosen. Frejus, 
in the district of 
the Var, is in the en 
warmest part of the 
south of France, 
the most highly 
congenial climate 
to men coming 
from hot countries 
that could be found “ie 
in the country. . 
Here, in long rows 
of low, tile-roofed 
houses are accom- 
modated from 3000 
to 5000 men. The 
colored conscripts 
are brought here 
direct from their 
homelands, and 
during a period of 
several months they 
are taught the mili- 
tary life, as well as 
something about 
conduct in civilized 
lands. When trained they are scat- 
tered to various French garrisons. 

It was among these troops, too often 
homesick, too often sad and bewildered 
in such amazingly strange surround- 
ings, that there has been carried on an 
unusual military experiment. 


ECENTLY there was placed 
R: command at Frejus a _ -vet- 
eran Colonial officer, Colonel 
E. Lame. For 11 years prior. to 
the outbreak of the World War, 
through which he served with dis- 
tinction, Colonel Lame had dwelt in 
Indo-China. He had not only passed 
examinations in the difficult language 
of that country, but had mastered the 
tongue of the Annamite coolies. Dur- 
ing his years in Indo-China he also 
made a study of Buddhism. Asa re- 
sult of his mastering a tongue so sel- 
dom learned by Europeans, and the 
understanding of the people he gained 
by this and a sympathetic study of 
their religion, he was made a manda- 
rin among the Annamiites. 
In addition to his years in 
China, the Colonel has served

in the heart of Madagascar. 

When Colonel Lame arrived in Fre- 
jus to take charge of this curious min- 
gling of nationalities and religions, he 
brought to it, as few men could, an un- 
derstanding of the different men and 
their various beliefs. Viewing: daily 
these varied conscripts, ranging from 
the child-like Senegals to the highly 
artistic and sensitive Annamites, be- 
hind whom were thousands of years of 
philosophic re- 
ligion, and the 
warlike Moham- 
medans, from 
various parts of 
Africa, Colonel 
Lame realized 
that there was 
one thing which 
these men had 
in common: re- 
ligion. Though 
these foreign 
troops belonged 
to three great 
branches of re- 
ligion, all im- 
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im fete. 
all had a religion. And 


here, thousands of 
miles from their native 


soil, thé symbols of 
their religions were 
lacking. 


It was this thought 
which came at once to 
the Colonel on taking 
charge of the camp at 
Frejus. And from out of his knowl- 
edge of the various races represented 
there was born an idea. 


Glimatically, and in flora and fauna, 
the situation of the camp at Frejus 
bore some slight resemblance to the 
lands from which some of the men had 
come. And in this setting the com- 
mander went to work to bring to the 
eyes atid the spirit of his different 
men those symbols of their different 
religions, to transplant in this far- 
away soil of France their temples and 
their gods, so that they might in these 
places fill their spiritual needs as they 
would at home. 

Receiving the required support from 
the Government, Colonel Lame had an 


architect, in conference with the lead- 
ing Mohammedan Marabout, erect a 
missiri, or Moslem temple, on a ris- 
ing point of. ground close to the camp 
of the African troops. The majority of 
the black troops from the Sudan and 
Senegal, and a few of the Malagaches, 


are Mohammedans. Though their 
churches are called missiri, they 
are, in every respect but one, 
similar to the mosques found in 


Northern Africa. 

The missiri, 40 feet square, was 
bullt of concrete. In every detail it 
was a reproduction of an African mia-

‘“] was not long there,’ Dolan said 
afterward. ‘“‘before 1 realized the truth 
of Michael Davitt's statement, that no 
Irish grievance, however genuine, 
would ever be remedied in that as- 
sembly unless the Government had to 
choose between reform and martial 
law in Ireland. I found that En- 
glish and Scotch members took no in- 
terest in the affairs of Ireland, the 
speeches of Irish members were ‘ad- 
dressed to empty benches, and we re- 
ceived from the Government only 
hypocritical assurances of sympathy, 
and promises of reform that led to 
nothing.” 


LTHOUGH he felt that he and 
A Nationalist colleagues were 

wasting time and their support- 
ers’ money, he waited to see what the 
Liberals would do as to home rule. 
What they did, at that time, was to pre- 
sent a measure which became known 
as the “gas and water’ home rule bill, 
hecause its chief effect was to give 
the Irish control of their local utilities. 
This is no smail measure of independ- 
ence-—St. Louis would like to have 
home rule of that sort today——but it 
did vot satisfy Dolan, who was rapidly

a standing protest and to work in Ire- 
land for the national cause. 

The Sinn Fein (ourselves) program 
of that time was one not of violence, 
but of self-reliance. Like Gandhi in In- 
dia today, Sinn Fein taught non-co-op- 
eration in politics——withdrawal of Irish 
members from the British Parliament 
and the setting ‘up of an Irish Dail, or 
Assembly, in Dublin. More imme- 
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diately, it de- 
sired to build 

up industries in 
Ireland, to check 
depletion of the 
f{rish population 
through emigra- 
tion. 

In order to de 
vote himself to this 
program, Dolan 
had to resign as a 
member of the 
Commons. And to 
resign, oddly 
enough, he had to 
seek an “office of 
profit’ from the 
King of England. 

An old rule of English parliamen- 
tary law provided that a member of 
the House of Commons, once duly 
elected, could not resign his seat. 
This rule was a relic of the days when 
the local gentry had to be compelled 
to serve in Parliament. Another old 
statute, however, provided that a 
member accepting an office of profit 
from the crown should forfeit his seat. 

Therefore. it came to pass that any 


member of the 
House wishing 
to quit for any 
reason could ask, 
and receive, a tem- 
porary appointment to 

Ye a position of nominal 
T, salary and no actual im- 
portance. Usually, the po- 


sition which thus served as a 


Vf means of exit was that of 


steward of the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds, a bailiwick in Buckingham- 
shire. This position carried a sal- 
ary of 20 shillings a year, and the 
stewardship was sought so often, by 
retiring legislators, that it became 
necessary to provide that not more 
than one person should hold the of- 
fice on one day. 

The day when Dolan sought the ap- 
pointment, someone else was steward 
of the Chiltern Hundreds, but the 
crown had a substitute which was just 
as good. Dolan still preserves the odd 
document signed by Knollys, secretary 
to King Edward VII, appointing him 
steward and bailiff of the Manor of 
Northstead. Some dull day, he is go-

E RETURNED to North trim, 
H which is on Ireland's northwest 

rim, just below the Ulster boun- 
dary, and near Donegal Bay. He stood 
for re-election to his seat, on the novel 
pledge that, if elected, he would not 
take the seat. The United Irish 
League put up a substantial citizen, 
one Meehan, to run on the platform 
that Ireland should keep up its effort 
to do whatever could be done in Par- 
liament. 

Dolan’s campaign, therefore, be- 
came a movement to keep the other 
man out of a seat whieh he did not 
wish to occupy himself. lt is easy to 
give the dog-in-manger look to such 
a program, The other side called it 
“apn election to disfranchise a con- 
stituency.” 

Meehan's success was never in 
doubt. Ireland was not ready for 
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Sinn Fein. And not all the Sinn Friis 
adherents were ready for their lead- 
ers’ teachings of nonviolence. 

At Kiltyclogher, Dolan’s supporters 
just happened to be marching to a 
meeting, when a meeting of the oppo- 
sition, being addressed by an M. P., 
was going on. It just happened, too 
that the Dolanites had a big drum. 
which & lad was beating lustily. 

The speaker at the Meehan meeting 
objected to the interruption, and the 
ineeting presently adjourned, while 
the Meehanites made for the drum and 
ite accompanying fifers. The Sinn 
Fein men guarded the fife and drum 
corps with sticks and stones. The 
drum'’s head was broken in, and sun- 
dry other heads were scarred and 
scratched. ' 


T KINLOUGH, Dolan’s voice was 
A\ crowned by a collection of 

drums, causing the young cam- 
paigner to denounce the ‘‘rowdies from 
Belfast.”’ This brought a volley of eggs 
and ‘old boots. It took the best ef- 
forts of the much maligned ‘'peel- 
ers,’ or local police, to prevent cas- 
ualties. 

Miss Anna Parnell, sister of the de- 
ceased Charles Stewart Parnell, joined 
in Dolan’s campaign, and spoke for 
him at Drumkeeran, but water was 
thrown over her, while the men 
of the party were pelted with mud 
and eggs. 

These Donnybrook doings probably 
did not affect, one way or the other, 
the result, as Dolan was beaten by 
more than two to one. He had the 
satisfaction of getting the Sinn Fein 
case before the public, for his resig- 
nation and candidacy, the first of a 
series, won many columns of news- 
paper space. Years afterward, in 
1918, he had the satisfaction of see 
ing his brother, James N. Dolan, elect- 
ed as Sinn Fein candidate to a Par- 
liament in which he did not sit. This 
brother, who spent two years in an 
English prison, is now secretary of 
Commerce and Industry in the Dublin 
Government. 

If he had been elected, it was Do- 
lan’s purpose to take up the work of 
building Lrish industries. According- 
ly, he did the same after he was de- 
feated. He came with other Sinn Fein 
representatives to the United States, 
to get ideas and help for the desired 
enterprises. Inquiry into the shoe 
business brought him to St. Louis. 

Here he laid aside the garb of a 
visiting dignitary, put on overalls and 
plunged into the whirring machinery 
and the tanyard smell of a large shoe 
factory. 

He went back to Ireland with ideas, 
suggestions and some subscriptions. 
He found the Irish people still wedded 
to political methods, and taking but 
slowly to the industrial doctrines of 
Sinn Fein. He was still a very young 
man, and there were two things that 
he wished to do. One was to become 
a lawyer. It did not seem that he 
would get around to that very soon 
in his ewn country. 


HE other wish had arisen while 
he was in St. Louls. “‘What do 
you think of the American 
women?” he was asked. “I only saw 
one,’ he replied. In 1912, he came to 
St. Louis to marry Miss Katherine 
Kenney, and to settle down to teach- 
ing history and languages, and study- 
ing law, in St. Louis University. In 
due time came his naturalization, de- 
layed some months by his frank avow- 
al of Sifin Fein sentiments at a time 
when Great Britain was still a war as- 
sociate of the United States. 

Looking back at it all-—and he has 
been just an observer of the Irish sit- 
uation for these 18 years—Dolan does 
not believe Sinn Fein would ever have 
captured the affectiona of the Irish 
people but for the execution of the 
leaders of the. Easter rebellion of 
1916. For the policy of Parliamentar- 
ianism, which Dolan and his associates 
despised, had nevertheless brought a 
real home rule measure. Ho® Carson 
and Ulster threatened revolt, how the 
British Government shelved the meas- 
ure, and how the war shook the whole 
muddle into new and tragic forms, are 
matters of memory for all those 
who were observing world events in 
1914. 

“If the Government had told the 
Easter rebels to go home and £0 to 
work,” Dolan says, ‘Sinn Fein might 
never have won the allegiance of the 
Irish people. But the execution of 
those men, with the tacit consent of 
John Redmond, made Sinn Fein the 
cause of the Irish. The Free State 
Government, started on its course by 
Arthur Griffith, leader of Sinn Fein, 
is following the Sinn Fein program 
of industrial development. Where 
there were two shoe factories in Ire- 
land, there are now a dozen. which

by the trustees to be for the best 
interests of the children of Okla- 
homa.

Dolan that most of the local trust 
companies, and the largest of the 
national banks, were - escaping 
taxation on securities which, he 
believed, belonged with their tax- 
able capital and surplus. The 
trust companies took the position 
that the securities were legally 
tax exempt and that when they 
placed these securities in the 
hands of subsidiary holding com- 
panies, they were legally avoiding 
and not just evading taxation up- 
on them. 

The State Supreme Court had 
decided the matter in the trust 
companies’ favor. The companies’ 
lawyers complained of having to 
contest the same point again, but 
Dolan held to his demand, and the 
result was a compromise with the 


banks. which were assessed near- 
ly $10,000,000 more this year, 
and may have a much larger in- 
crease another year.
